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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The newly amended claims require further search and consideration because these claims, for the first, list a 
specific mutation, here the Glycine 16 mutation, and connect this mutation to two specific primers for amplification, SEQ ID NO: 5 and 6, 
and while the enablement rejection recognized that there was evidence to support enablement of Glycine 16 mutation, a new search is 
required to identify whether there is prior art which can show amplification of the Glycine 16 mutation with SEQ ID NO:s 5 and 6. 
Further, new issues are raised regarding the definiteness and meaning of the Glycine 16 mutation, since there is an issue of what 
alterations fall within the scope of the claim. While the specification at page 27 teaches a Glycine to Arginine change and an A to G at 
position 46, the claim is broader and includes any alteration in the Glycine and consequently, a number of additional nucleic acid 
changes. This significantly altered claim scope will need to be considered with regard to enablement and description issues, as well as a 
search of the prior art, of course. For these reasons, the amendment will not be entered..
